Tho Attornoy-G onoral to Nauiiimo 
dida coofessiuggu; audjwlulo upon th(3 
stool he confessed Bomo tbiugB v-hic-h 
must certainly prove rather, embarras- 
sing ,tp the A-dministration of which 
he ia such a distinguished part — that 
is to say if it be possible to embarrass 
such an administration. He confessed 
thatmuch dissatisfaction existed in 
Nanaimo District— in all the Districts, 
ia ia'ct.' Ho confessed that the "fee 
system" -which, according to the organ, 
was sheddiug such ii halo of gloiy 
around the Ministry, had proved a 
faihiro. He confori.scd that iiijiistico 
liad boon done to the important Dis- 
trict of Nauaimo, and he confessed 
that it was done in malice prepense 
in order to punish tho constituonc^y 
for tho oppobitiou its mouiber hail 
olVerod to the Cioverinnent! This is a 
confession witli a vcn^^^eaiuje, tliu lilco 
of which wo venture to- say is not to 
be found in the history of coustitutioun 
government. That such has been tho 
lueaus resorted to by the present Minis 
trj- in order if possible to compel tho 
support of menibers cannot bo doubt- 
ed, lu truth, the Attoruoy-Cleneral's 
confession at Nanaiino is not the first 
intimation of it, althouLjh the cat was 
never iairly lot out of the l.iag before. 
It may bo recollected that, .shortly 
after the close of tho last session of (be 
Legislature, soniethinj^ of tho kind 
was broadly hinted by tho organ; but 
when taxed with it the organ endea- 
vored to wriggle out of tlie awkward pr*,'- 
dicament by exi^laining away the .^ouso 
of its own hinguago. liut it was re- 
served for the irritable and indiscreet 
Attornej'-Geueral openly to pro- 
claim in language the most emphatic 
and unequivocal that such is in deed 
audir truth the principle upon which 
the revenues and patronage of the 
country are dispensed. it cannot be 
denied that tho so-called "Peojilo's 
Government" have discovered a toler- 
ably effective political lifc-2)rcserver, 
for which we would strongly advise 
them to takeout a patent; butin so far 
as buoying a sinking Ministry up with 
it is concerned, wo are inclined to 
think that their fate will not be alto- 
gether dissimilar to that of tho uovi- 
tate swimmer, who, making a full- 
blown bladder fast to each big too, 
precipitated his own dissolution. Wo 
invito the reader to consider the prin- 
ciple involved in this numstrous 
doctrine, and trace it out to its h)gi(;al 
and inevitable consetpioncos. Tiie 
Electoral Districts are to be pani}iercd 
or punished according as the repre- 
sentatives they send to the House sup- 
port or oppose the Government. Here 
13 a double-acting screw brought to 
bear with irresistible forco upon both 
electors and rcprcsentaiivos. The 
former are told to send ropreseiitatives 
who will support tho Government 
right or wrong, or they will be punish- 
ed in the most vital point, — tho dis- 
tribution of revenue. Tho latter arc 
told that if they dare to oii])oso tho 
Government their District will be left 
out in tho cold when tlie J'^stiniiitcs are 
being framed, and thus it will be luado 
too warmfor them. In this M'ay the 
Executive employ tlie whole revenues 
and patronage of the country for tiio 
purpose of concerning the both con- 
stituencies and tho House. In- 
stead of aiming ", at doing justice 
to all parts and evoi-y intero.st tlio ;n-iiiul 
governing piiiciplo i.s to .■■mploy ovm-y lo- 
sourco at their dispuaal for the ])iii [i<),^ft 
of keeping theinsel ve.s in jjowor. lir;to:\fl 
of seeking to riitnin oHIol; l)y tho (,•■(. luliws-, 
of their jjolicy and tho roclituilc and ( iii- 
cionoj- of their admiiisitration, tlicy em- 
ploy tlio r(>venues and power at their dis- 
posal for tlio )iin-pose of enforcing an 
unprincipled and sliivih,h supjjort and 
orusliiiig out tho last .sp.irli of the iiulu- 
pondonue of i'^rliainunt.

Discovery of the NorthWest 
Passage.

Sir Richard iMaclnro 1ms hardly Veen 
laid in liis grave whou Lady F.ranklin 
writes to the 'i.'nii::-; lo disiinto liis title 
to what has geiiorally boon thought to 
l.ie his best pass^'ort lo fame. "Now 
that the grave," she says, "has closed 
over tbo remains of tho great Arctic 
navig.ite.r, Sir l?ichard Macluro, it is 
time to dissipate the conclusion which 
seems still to e.vist in some cpiarters as 
to lii.-i claim lo b,' ceiisiilored the dis- 

! coverer of ths North- West Passage." 
Wo do not quite appreciate either tho 
logic or the taste of this statement. 
However admirable in.ay be Lady 
Franklin's zeal on behalf of her hus- 
band's inemory, it can liardly bo riglit 
to detract froin M,'icliir(,''H well-earned 
repututiou when he is no longer able 
to state and defend his own case. Thu 
contention seems to be that Sir Leo- 
pold McClintock brought baidc proof 
that Sir John Franlclm, though he did 
not return to tell tho t.de, ]i;i.d already 
discovoied the Xol■th-^\'cst Passugo 
wlien his fate overtook him, aud that, 
tlituigh Miiclure's subsequent achievc- 
luent w;is tpiite iudepeiident of what 
Franklin had done, tho right of priori- 
ty remains with the ohler navigator. 
It may be so — it is Haugerous for men 
who j)rofos.s no more than un ordinary 
knowledge uf geography to enter into 
a controversy in which Arctic experts 
tako opposite sides. But what useful 
purpose cnu bo ansvvercd by tho de- 
bate'? The facts do not seem to be 
disputed; no one (luoslions the iiutlicn- 

I tieity of tho rceortls of Franklin's ill- 
fated expedition which McClintock 
brought home, and no one doubts that 
Macluro really penetrated from sea to 
sea, iu ignorance of tlie fact that Frank- 
lin had been there before him. If die 
controver.sy is all to tuiui upon the 
teclinical iiieaiiiii(.r of the word di.-seov- 
orer, surely tho honour may be allow- 
ed to rest upon the heads of both the 
hardy sailors who so fully earned it. 
Franklin will e.?r!aiii!y n il lie less 
iioaceiully in his ;;rave among tho .Vrc- 
tic snows for l;i)ovviiig that TNlae-lure 
was borne i.uull honour to his father's 
home in Lngland. ^Vo aro too jealon.s 
of the daring, the fortitude, the splen- 
did cndui-ance of those of our B.ailors 
wdio have cheerfully devolcd them- 
selves to the solution of a ditii(!nlt and 
almost barren geogra])hical problem 
to hear with pe.tii'iiee the bu/x, of con- 
troversy about their graves. Great 
deeds are their own best vindication, 
and neither Franklin nor Macluro need 
any other.
